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CENTRAL REGISTRY UPDATE

The ASCR has submitted the 2006 Alabama cancer data to NPCR and NAACCR last
November, and the 2007 data to NPCR this January. Although we are still waiting to
receive the evaluation, we are confident that we will meet NAACCR gold standard
and our data will be included in the United States Cancer Statistics (USCS) report. We
are doing great with the 2007 and 2008 data collection, thanks to all for your hard

work. Currently, our completeness rate for 2007 data is 94% and for 2008 it is 43%.
Please keep in mind that we will need to reach 95% completeness for 2007 data by
November 2009 and 90% completeness for 2008 data by next January.

In 2009, the ASCR also had some changes. Ms. XJ Shen was appointed to fill the
position of ASCR Program Manager. Ms. Diane Hadley, North Region Coordinator,
now serves as the Data Completeness Manager, responsible for ensuring complete
cancer reporting statewide. Ms. Jeanne Dickinson joined us as administrative
assistant. All of the ASCR staff will continue to work with you for a successful 2009.

ASCR EDUCATION PLAN

The ASCR is working diligently to design an education plan to better fit the needs of
the cancer registry community.

This is an exciting time for
the ASCR and we look forward to bringing you innovative ideas to simplify your
educational needs.
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WEB PLUS UPDATES

Web Plus has been successfully implemented in Alabama for over a year now. This
enables all our hospitals to submit data electronically. We also have more than 60
users from physician offices, cancer centers, surgical centers, and path labs. Overall,
more than 4,000 cases were submitted through Web Plus. In the next month or so,
we will update Web Plus to version 2.0.12, with some improved functions. Please
give us your feedback and any suggestions to improve this system.
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QUESTION & ANSWER (Q2 & Q3 are from CoC’s Inquiry and Response)

Q1: Is an Adenocarcinoid of the appendix reportable to the ASCR?
A: Yes, this is reportable to the ASCR. Primary Site is coded to C18.1 with Histology coded to 8245/3.

Q2: Can an adenocarcinoid of the colon with invasion into the mucosa and submucosa be AJCC staged? Has the
investigation on AJCC staging of carcinoid tumors been resolved?

A: The carcinoid issue in AJCC is currently under investigation. Until further clarification, carcinoid tumors of the
colon and rectum are not TNM staged. You can use Collaborative Staging for carcinoid tumors.

Q3: Patient has an infiltrating and in situ carcinoma at the 12:00 position of the breast. In the same breast the
patient has a ductal in situ carcinoma at the 6:00 position. Is this a single or multiple primary?

A: Single Primary. Rule M11 would apply and states multiple intraductal and/or duct carcinomas are a single
primary.

Rule M4 would not apply because the topography codes are not different in the second and third character.
Example: Patient had a mastectomy and two lesions, same histology, different quadrants were found. Rule M4
states topography codes different at 2" and/or third character is two primaries. Aren’t all breast cases C50x? Is
this a single or multiple primary?

Rule M4 does state topography codes different at 2™ (CXxx,EX C509 and C340) or 3™ (CxXx, EX C509 and C559)
characters are multiple primaries. Characters are letters and digits, so C509 would be four characters. Since this
breast has two lesions in different quadrants, they are different at the 4™ character (C50X) and are reported as a
single primary.
